Entomologists agree that 

thorough working of the soil to 
destroy egge is the surest method 
of control in the fall. Grasshop- 
pers have concentrated in many 
places this fall, and are deposit- 
ing their eggs at the present 
time. 
Recommended Methods of Control Are 
(a) Shallow Cultivation: All 
stubble land in which flying 
grasshoppers are seen during the 
late summer require this cultiva- 
tion as an assurance againat 
severe losses in the following 
spring. Shallow cultivation 
breaks up the water-proof egg 
mageses and tears them loose from 
their resting p'aces in the ground 
The idea is to bring the egg to 
the surface of the soil, where 
they will be exposed to the dry- 
ing winds and snn. Many of 
these eggs are eaten by birds 
and animals when exposed in 
this way. 
Cutworm,) 
(b,. Deep Piowing: The value 
of deep plowing will depend a 
great deal on the kind of soil, 
whether sandy or clay in nature 
and upon the thoroughness in 
which the soil has been pack»d,.

We know that a large percent- 
age of the eggs are deposited in 
soil which is fairly compact: For 
example such places as pastures, 
meadowr, fence-rows, lanes: 
waste landa, abandoned fields, 
ditch banks and road sides. 
Wherever prictical, these places 
should be pluwed to a depth of 
six inches. turning the furrow 
slice upside down. If the fur- 
row slice is turned on its edge 
some of the eggs will be almost 
at the surface of the ground. and 
wi)l be sure to produce grasshop- 
pers Usa a skimmer on the 
plow, This attachment throws 
the upper side of the furrow 
slices, with all its eggs. into the 
bottom of the furrow. The idea 
is to bury the egg masses so 
deeply that the young grasshop- 
pers will be unable to work 
their way to the surtace when 
they hatch. 


Remember that the more soil 
that can be loosened by this fall, 
the less srea there will be for 
grasshoppers to lay their eggs in 
The lmited area in which the 
grasshoppers can lay their eggs, 
if the farm is properly plowed in 
the fall will be so little that a 
good job of poisoning in the 
spring can cut the grasshoppers 
down to the normal number 
without much trouble ard _ loss 
of crop. 


3. Do not plan on. seeding 
stubble land which is hesvily in- 
fested this fall, even if moisture 
is plentiful next spring. The 
probability of a bad tufestation 
there is very great unless the 
land is carefully prepared. It is 
simply folly to “stubble in” a 
crop on poorly tilled Jand, Ex- 
perience has shown that not only 
is it impracticable, if not impos- 
sible, to save such crops, but 
also, that grasshoppers that 
develop there will deyastate the 
adjourning crops which could 
otherwise be saved, If stubble 
land must be seeded, then do so 
after proper tillage to reduce in- 
fextution as pointed out in 2. 
Effectiveness of fall control 
practices depends a great deal 
on the prevailing weather condi 
tions. In any event, the cultiva 
tion should be done as soon as 
possible, since the majority of 
the eggs have been laid .by the 
middle of September. Spring 
cultivation for hopper control is 
of little or no value. In cultivating 
it should be remembered that 
grasshopper eges at their lowest 
depth are not more than an inch 
below the surface, and that 
shallow cultivation is all that is 
required to expose them.
